You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Roxbury  Meeting 
House  in  said  Roxbury  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next, 
—  polls  to  be  open  at  7:30  O'Clock  in  the  evening,  business  meet- 
ing to  be  at  8  O'Clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same.  $2,660.00 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $75.00  for  police  protection. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800.00  for  Town  Welfare. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100.00  for  maintenance  of  forest  fii'e  equipment. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $299.71  for  T.  R.  A.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,105.00  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on 
the  Roxbury  Meeting  House  note. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law  pro- 
hibiting the  erection  of  an)'  building  within  the  limits  of  the 
Town  of  Roxbury  unless  the  Selectmen  shall  have  approved  in 
advance  the  plans  for  construction  and  location  for  such  building 
in  order  that  the  atmosphere,  economy  and  property  values  of  the 
Town  of  Roxbury  may  be  maintained.  Such  approval  may  be 
evidenced  by  express  language  referring  to  this  provision  entered 
by  the  Selectmen  on  any  building  permit  granted  under  the 
Building  Code.

line,  without  securing  approval  therefore  from  the  Selectmen, 
which  approval  shall  be  granted  by  the  Selectmen  if  such  con- 
struction or  addition  will  not  be  contrary  to  tlie  public  interest,  or 
where,  owing  to  special  conditions,  enforcement  of  the  foregoing 
distance  requirements  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship.  Such 
approval  may  be  evidenced  by  express  language  referring  to  this 
provision  entered  by  the  Selectmen  on  any  building  permit 
granted  under  the  Building  Code. 

14.  To  see  whether  the  voters  will  vote  to  adopt  a  regula- 
tion requiring  that  any  building  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of 
which  is  destroyed  by  natural  or  other  means  shall  be  removed 
within  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  days,  unless  the  reconstruc- 
tion tliereof  shall  meet  all  the  requirements  of  new  construc- 
tion, and  all  permits  and  authorizations  required  for  new  con- 
struction are  obtained  for  such  reconstruction,  and  such  recon- 
struction is  in  fact  completed  within  one  hundred  and  eighty 
(180)  days. 


15.  To  see  whether  the  voters  will  approve  a  regulation  pro- 
hibiting the  use  of  any  land  not  presently  so  used  for  the  keeping 
of  any  animals  (including  poultry)  for  sale,  lease  or  other  commer- 
cial use  without  securing  a  permit  for  such  use  from  the  Select- 
men, which  permit  shall  be  granted  for  one  (1)  year,  and  renewed 
annually,  if  the  Selectmen  find  that  such  use,  or  continued  use 
annually  thereafter,  will  not  constitute  a  public  nuisance  or 
healtli  hazard,  and  that  the  user  in  furthering  such  use  is  and 
will  continue  to  meet  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  polution, 
sanitation,  slaughter,  health  and  other  pertinent  and  applicable 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  restraining  of  dogs 
from  February  1st  through  April  30th  each  year,  in  accordance 
with  New  Hampshire  Statutes,  Chapters  466:29,  466:30,  466:33, 
466:35. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  for  legal  expenses  involving  consideration  and 
enforcement  of  certain  health  regulations  or  other  matters. 

18.  To  raise  $2,000.00  for  Summer  and  $2,000.00  for  Winter 
road  maintenance. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

March  14,  1967 

Our  present  moderator,  Edwin  B.  Ellis  was  unable  to  attend 
the  meeting  due  to  illness. 

The  selectmen  asked  for  a  nomination  to  elect  a  pro  tem 
moderator.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  elect  David 
Brown  pro  tem  moderator.  Vote  in  the  afiBrmative. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  pro  tem  moderator, 
David  Brown  at  8:04  P.M. 

Selectmen  Charles  B.  Norwood  and  Robert  Bailey  were  pres- 
ent. 

Meeting  opened  by  reading  of  the  warrant. 

Article  I.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  year  en- 
suing. 

Town  Clerk:  50  votes  cast.  Of  these  Patricia  Fifield  had  50 
votes.

Treasurer:  50  votes  cast.  Of  these  Mary  Brown  had  50.  Mary

49,  Marie  Clark  had  1.  Priscilla  Yardley  elected. 

Road  Agent:  50  votes  cast.  Of  these  Robert  Fifield  had  34, 
William  Yardley  had  16.  Robert  Fffield  elected. 

Auditor:  45  votes  cast.  Of  these  Oliver  Derby  had  45.  Oliver 
Derby  elected. 


Town  Constable:  48  votes  cast.  Of  these  Robert  Fifield 
had  47,  Gale  Russell  had  1.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $75.00  for  police  protection.  Motion  made  and 
seconded  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00 
for  police  protection.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $35.00  for  white  pine  blister  rust  control.  Mo- 
tion made  and  seconded  that  the  town  raise  the  sum  of  $35.00 
for  white  pine  blister  rust  control.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $62.00  as  its  fair  share  of  the  operating  cost 
of  Elliot  Community  Hospital.  In  1966  Roxbury  received  $450.00 
in  help  to  its  residents  from  Elliot  Community  Hospital.  Motion 
made  and  seconded  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $62.00  as  its  fair  share  of  the  operating  cost  of  Elliot  Com- 
munity Hospital.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  IX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $37.08  for  the  Monadnock  Region  Associa- 
tion. Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  town  raise  the  sum  of 
$37.08  for  the  Monadnock  Region  Association.  Vote  in  the  af- 
firmative. Question  was  asked  as  to  why  Roxbury  was  never  men- 
tioned in  their  advertising.  The  townspeople  thought  we  should 
be  mentioned. 

Article  X.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $25.00  for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries.  Motion 
made  and  seconded  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $25.00  for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  XL  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,120.00  for  payment  of  principle  and  interest 
on  the  Roxbury  meeting  house  note.  Motion  made  and  seconded 
that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,120.00  for 
payment  of  principle  and  interest  of  the  Roxbury  meeting  house 
note.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  XII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  to  purchase  the  services  of  the  City  of 
Keene  Health  Dept.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  to  procure  the 
services  of  the  City  of  Keene  Health  Dept.  By  a  show  of  hands 
the  motion  was  rejected. 

Article  XIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  an  ordinance  pro- 
hibiting overnight  parking  on  roads  and  highways  within  the 


town  from  Nov.  1st  to  May  1st,  including  restrictions  of  parking 
in  the  Roxbury  meeting  house  parking  lot  for  any  purpose  other 
than  town  aflFairs.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  town 
adopt  an  ordinance  prohibiting  overnight  parking  on  roads  and 
highways  within  the  town  from  Nov.  1st  to  May  1st,  including 
restrictions  of  parking  in  the  Roxbury  meeting  house  parking  lot 
for  any  purpose  other  than  town  aflFairs.  Vote  in  the  aflBrmative. 

Article  XIV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Motion  made  and  sec- 
onded to  allow  the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes.  Vote  in  the  ajBBrmative. 

Article  XV.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  concern- 
ing a  merger  with  the  City  of  Keene,  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  make  a  study  and  report  to  the  town.  Motion  made  and  sec- 
onded to  appoint  a  committee  to  make  a  study  and  report  to  the 
town.  Question  was  asked  as  to  what  brought  this  about  in  the 
first  place.  Selectman  Mr.  Charles  Norwood  said  that  a  lack 
of  interest  in  the  town  by  the  townspeople  was  the  biggest  rea- 
son. It  was  very  hard  to  get  people  to  hold  office  in  town.  Mr. 
Norwood  was  never  in  favor  of  this  merger  but  if  people  will  not 
hold  office  then  something  would  have  to  be  done.  Motion  was 
declined  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Article  XVI.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legal- 
ly come  before  said  meeting. 

Mrs.  Robinson,  a  member  of  the  school  board  said  that  she 
wished  to  offer  this  following  resolution  and  move  its  adoption. 
Resolution:  Resolved  that  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  N.  H.  express 
to  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court  the  necessity  of  funding 
fully  all  aid  to  education  lavv's  now  on  the  statutes  and  urge  the 
N.  H.  General  Court  to  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to 
fund  completely  ail  present  aid  to  education  laws.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  that  the  town  accept  this  resolution.  Vote  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Another  question  asked,  now  that  Article  12  was  rejected, 
what  does  the  tovra  do  about  a  health  officer.  The  selectmen  said 
if  anv  urgent  business  comes  up  the  selectmen  would  handle  it, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  state.

The  question  was  asked  if  the  Town  Hall  Comm.  money  was 
placed  in  a  bank  and  was  told  by  the  selectmen  it  was. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  someone  contact  the  Mon- 
adnock  Region  Assn.  and  have  them  use  the  town  name  in  their 
advertising.  Mr.  Yardley  said  that  he  would  take  care  of  it  as  he 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Association. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  David  Brown  be 
given  a  round  of  applause  for  the  nice  job  he  did  as  pro  tem 
moderator.  A  round  of  applause  followed. 

No  further  business  appearing  under  this  article  the  pro  tem 
moderator  asked  if  everyone  had  voted  that  wished  to  do  so. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  polls  be  closed. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  meeting  be  dissolved. 
The  meeting  was  dissolved  at  9:45  P.M. 

The  polls  having  been  declared  closed  by  the  moderator,  the 
ballots  were  examined  and  counted  and  the  votes  for  the  various 
candidates  were  tallied  by  the  pro  tem  moderator,  in  the  presence 
of  the  clerk  and  other  election  officials.  When  the  counting  was 
completed,  the  results  of  the  counts  were  declared  and  publicly 
announced  bv  the  moderator.
